Dear Mr. Steinhart: 


On cleaning up some old matters which 
have been on hand for some time past in this 
office, I have come across a small packet 
belonging to an Amcrican, by name Joseph Holmes, 
who dies on July 16th 1900 at the Cafe Boston 
on the corner of San Jose and Zulucta Strect 
of Arterio Esclorosis, In the certificate of 
death, a copy of which I have, he is described 
as a native of Germany and an Amcrican citizen, 
of 31 years of age, and a cook and baker by 
profession, His address, if he had one, was 
not known, 


As there was no Amcrican Consul here 
at the time his cffects such as they were, 
were sent to me by the Judge of lst Instance 
of the North District as per the accompanying 
list, and were I am sorry to say overlooked. 


I now send them to you with a copy 
of the list furnished by the Judge to do what 
you bee best with them. I must and vps that 
the clothes, being yuite worn out and vory 
dirty were destroyed; the packet of ing 
tobacco was broken, and the scrap of paper 
with directions and the letter have been un- 
fortunately mislaid. I remember however that 
they gave no clew to any friends of his, and 
the letter was neither signed by nor addressed 
to him and contained no reference at all to 
him,

I have the honor to submit the following Report of this 
Consulate General for the fiscal ydar ending June S50, 1905. 

The Consulate General in this City, which was closed April 
9, 1898, was re-established July 3, 1902, Consul General BE. S. Bragg 
having been appointed Consul General at Habana and Mr. Joseph A. 
Springer, Vice-Consil Ceneral. 

Ge-eral Rragg continued on duty in this City until Novem- 
ber 1, 1902, om which date he embarked for the United States en- 
route to his new station. ) 

Wr. Springer acted as Consul-Gencral until the arrival 
on January 20, 190%, of the Honorable W. A. Rublee, who succeeded 
General Bragg. Mr. Rublee relinquished chargs on Mareh 21, having 
been transferred to Vienna, and Mr, Springer again acted as Consul- 
General until my arrival April 21, 1903. 

As the late war with Spain, the Military Government of the 


Island, and the subsequent establishment of the Republic of Guba, 


have brought this wealthy Island more prominently before the eyes of 


the public, I deem it proper to remark in this Report, mot only en 
matters pertaining to Commerce, but also on the Geographical and 
Physical features of the Ialand, its mineral resourses, its forests 


and forest trees, the character of the soil and principal products 


of the Island by Provinces. 


GEOGRAPHICAL AND PHYSICAL FEATURES OF 
THE ISLAND OF CUPRA, 


The Island of Cuba, the largest and most western of the 
Antilles Archipelago, is situated in the Torrid zone, between ‘orth 
and South America, at the entrance to theGulf of Mexico. The is- 
land is situated between Longitude 70 22° and &l 11° West of 
Madrid and between 76 51° and 87 18° West of Paris ard between 
Latitude 19 49° and 23 13° North. 

The Island is long, narrow and curved, the convexity be- 
ing to the North. The most northern portion lies between Navana and 
Cardenas, and the most southern between Capes Maisi and Cruz. 

It is bounded North by the sea which separates it from 
Florida and the Bahama Islands; Fast by the Strait of “aisi, or of 
the "Winds", separating it from the Island of Santo Domingo; South 
by the Caribbean seaj; and West and Northwest by the Strait of Yuca- 
tan and the Gulf of Mexico. 

The length of the Island is 1594 kilometres, or 577 Cuban 
leagues, from Cape San Antonie to Cape VMaisi. The Cuban league is 
equivalent, to 4k. 240 m. 

Its greatest width (191 ks), is in a line drawn from Cape 
Lucrecia to Cape Cruz, in the Provinee of Santiago de Cuba, and the 
narrowest portion (29 k.) from the port of Mariel to Majana Cove, in 


the Province of Pinar deli Rio. 


The surface of the Island of Cuba, in accordance with 


cotha's Almanac, of univergal authority, is 118,852 sq. kilometres, 
or 45,704 sq miles approximately (13 sq. kilometres nearly equal 
to § sq. miles). 

The perimeter of the Island, following the less tortuous 
line of its coasts, is 2,459 kilometers, of which 1,185 correspond to 
the North coast, and 1,276 to the South. Some parts of the coast 


are abundant with small islands, keys and shoals, which are 


dangerous to navigation, Nevertheless, between these keys and 
snoals exist passages of long spaces of calm sea, which facilitate 
the coast suvldishten trade, 

Along the coasts, mainly the South coast, exists a belt of 
zone Of lowlands forming marshes, which prevent communication with 
said coasts during the rainy season. 

Notwithstanding this, and the fact that a great portion 
of the coasts are surrounded by rocks and banks of sand, there are 
many safe ports, viz?

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The Island of Cuba is, generally mountainous, although vast 
tracts of level ground and fertile valleys exist, such as the 
Yunur{, in Matanzas, San Luis in Trinidad, and in Guantanamo, where 
a number of important sugar plantations are situated. The highest 
mountains are found in the Proviness of Santiago de Cuba and Santa 
Clara, and next to these in elevation are those in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio, greatly decreasing in Matanzas ani Havana provinoes. 

The rivers of Cuba, owing to the narrowness of the Island 
and to the mountains rising in the centre, are short, flowing to 
| the North and to the South. Those flowing to the North are the 
shortest. The largest rivars of the Island are found in the Proe- 
vinces of Santa Clara and Santiago de Cuba. The largest of all, the 
Cauto, is 180 miles long. 


The principal rivers in each Province are!

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The Isiand of Cuba is situated at a distance of 170 kilo- 
metres from Florida, 77’ kilometres from Santo Domingo, 140 kilo-. 


metres from Jamaica and 200 from Yucatan. 


The climate of the Island is hot throughout the year, al- 

though tempered in summer by the braeze blowing constantly from the 
i first quadrant, from 10 to 11 a. me, till sunset, and also by the 
| rainfall from May to November. 

The mea: tamperature in the hottest months is 28 to 2Y 
centigrade (82 1/2 to 84 Pahrenheit) and the coldest 17 centigrades 
(69.8 Fahrenheit) in Havana. 

The highest temperature marked by the centigrads thermon- 
eter ~ in the shade is commonly 30 to 31 (83 to 85 Panrenheit) al- 
though sometimes the meroury goes up as high as 54 centigrade (93 
Fahrenheit). 

The pluviometer has reached the height of 2.25 meters. 

The hurricanes are not so frequent in this Island as in 
the other West. Indies, but when they ocour they are violent and dis- 
astrous, as the remarkable ones of the years 1774 = 1844 = 1846 = 
i865 - 1870 = 1876 = 1885 - and - 1894, 

Barthquakes oceur but not often in the eastern portion 
of the Island, especially in the district of Santiago de Cuba, some 
of them of great intensity and duration, as those of the years 1776 
1842 - and = 1852, all causing great damage.

‘endering large profits. The industry afterwards was totally stop=- 
ed, owing to the abnormal circumstances in which the Island remaine 
94 during many years. The benefits of peace are giving new vigor 
o this entorprise, judging from the great maber of petitions ror 
boncessions filed in the office of the Civil Governors of Provinces.

When Spain took possession of the Island of Cuba, large

FORESTS AND FOREST TREES. 
The area of the public forests of the Island of Cuba, it 


can be assured, is not less than 37,000 “caballerias" 496,540 hecte 


ares, or 1,226,920 acres, existing in the several Provinces in which 


the Island is actually sub-divided. The most important Provinces in 
this.respeet are Santiago de Cuha and Santa Clara. In the afore- 
mentioned area are included the forest of the littoral and thoze on 
the isles and keys surrounding the Island, the main produetion of 
which is wood for fuel and bark and leaves of the red mangrove, and 
"pataban® used for tanning purposes. The timber forests of the

The portion of this Province, between longitude 78 and 79 W. San 
Fernando, Spain, is ahsolutely of the same postetertiary formations 
These lands are limited by the coasts and, generally speaking, are 
low and marshy; they are used chiefly for raising cattle and swine, 
as wGll as for the manufacture of charcoal and the gathering of 


leaves and bark of the red mangrove. 
SOIL OF THE TERTIARY PSRIOD. 


The lands of this formation are also found in two strips 
rarallel to the above mentioned, They are considered first class 
for the eulture of tobaceo, owing to their arenaceous, argillo-cale- 
carsous, humiferous cumrositicn, principally in the Southern part of 
the Provinee ( Municipalities of Guane, San Juan y Martinez, San 
Luis, Consolaeion del Sur), where the Vuelta Abajo Vegas of world- 


wide fame are located. 
SOIL OF THE SECONDARY PFRIOD. 


To this class pertain all the central high lands of the 


Provinee. On the summit of these mountains, small spaces of igne- 


us soil, mostly composed of serpentine rocks, are found. These 


lands are generally of bad quality. Some coffee grows on thom, but 
their principal product are feed for cattle, timber for construction, 
and wood for making charcoal.

de Macurijes, Cervantes, (formerly Perico), Bolondron and La Union, 


are considered of the very best kind for cultivating sugar-cane, 
coffee, oranges, bananas, sweetepotatoes, “fiame", “yuca", corn, etc. 
The lands of the Municipalities of Alacranes, Jaguey Grande, Guana- 
jayabo and Cuamacaro, are of argillo-arenous-caleareous humiferous 
composition, of dark or brown color, in some instances rather humid, 


but of thick yerstable coat. It is food for cultivating sugar-canc. 
SECONDARY FORMATIONS. 


The lands of these formations are situated in the contral 
highlands of this region, fomning a gone running from the West of

PRESENT STATS OF IMPROVE‘ENTS ON PLANTA- 


TIONS AND FARMS. 


SUGAR PLANTATIONS, 


Since a few years ago, industry was separated from agrie- 
culture in most of the large »lantations called "Centrales", and a 


Cconciderable increase in the sugar produetion was thus obtained, 


wing to the reasonable and methodic subedivision of labor. 


The industrial process for the manufacture of sugar was 
ercatly improved during the years preceding the invasion of the 


"esstern Provinces by the forces of the Revolution initiated in Pebe 


ruary of 1895, in the Bastern Region of the Island, With a few ex- 
ceptions the "Centrales® were furnished with furnaces for burning 
creen bagasse as fuel; machinery of great power, mills of large di- 
mensions, regrinders, defibrators and defecators were established; 
improvements were made for the purpose of maintaining the juice at a 
hich temperature, thus avoiding ferments; and vacmum pans for boil- 
ing, evaporating and concentrating *he saccharine matter of the cane 
juice (called triple effect apparatus) were also established, and 
to separate the molasses from the sugar, centrifugal filters were 
introduced. At the same time railways were constructed in the inter- 
ior of mills and factories and easily accessible laboratories were 
established to assure the chemical proceedings in the process of su- 
gar manufacturing, ani electric light used instead of kerosene, 
gasolins, etc. Railroad branches, connecting the sugar milis with 
depots and other shipping places, have been constructed to facili«- 
tate the transpor*‘ation of products, and also branches of private 
service extending to zones where no railroads of public service have 
as yet been built. 

Por the purpose of loading carts with cane in the fields 
and unloading the railroad cars or on the slate gutters, (cane cone 


ductors) at the mills, several devices have been patented under 


the name of “loaders and unloaders of cane", which are very simple, 


inexpensive and a great labor saver. 
MANUFACTURING OF STARCH FROM YUCA. 


The farms on which this industry was carried on before the 
war, were destroyed or burned down and have not been reconstructed w 


to the present date. 
COFFEE PLANTATIONS (CAFETALES). 


In the Province of Santiago de Cuba, a move in the way of 


reconstruction of farms of this kind, has been commenced, and it is 


noped that this industry will soon be of great benefit to the Island 


anid a sufficiently large crop for home consumption gathered. 
SUGAR CANE COLONIES, 


Owing to the lace of pecuniary means among the owners of 
lands where these colonies were established, the ars-icultura: move 
is rather unimportant, as the proprietors of the Centrals cannot 
afford to advance money for the purpose of rebuilding the wrecked 
houses, purchase of oxen and other agricultural implements, as well 
as for plowing and planting anew the fields, and as there are no 
Acricultural Banks in this Island to furnish the necessary funds for 


this purpose, the planting of new cane lands since the end of the 


war has be@ limited. 
FARMS FOR RAISING GATTLE (POTREROS). 


Farms of this kind have been reconstructed though only 


with the purpose of fattening imported cattle. 
TORACCO PLANTATIONS (V2GAS), 


Most of these farms in the Provinces of Pinar del Rito, 


Havana and Santa Clara, have been reconstructed, and in s-me places 


of Pinar del Rio and Havana, especially in the Municipality of 
sulra de Melena, the sprinkling process, with the aid of iron pipes, 


(Kennedy's process), has bem established for the purpose of secur=- 


ing the crops. 
FARMS OF MINOR CULTURRE( SMSTANCIAS). 


Grea*® activity is noticed in the reconstruction and improve 
Nents of these kinds of farms, owing to the fact that only a small 


anount of morey is needed for the purpose.

HORTICULTURE, 


In the Municipality of Guines, and on the farms near the 
banks of the Almendares river in Mavana and in the Municipality of 
Varianao, this kind of gilture is mostly carried cn, In normal times 
these Municipalities almost exclusively furnish the markets of 


Havana with fresh veretables. 


MARKET PACILITIRS. 


The principal sugar plantations in the Province of Santiago 


de Cuba are locate’ near the seashore in the Municipalities of Mane 
zganillo, Guantanamo and Puerto Padre; and in the Province of Puerto 
Principe they are situated near Nuevitas. They use the maritime 
way for transportation of products. 

In the Western Provinces those located near the seashore, 
utilize the maritime way, but the arcater number of them use the 
several railroad systems of Santa Clara, Matanzas and Havana for 
transporting their products. Farmers raising tobaceo in the Pro- 
vince of Pinar del Rio, use the Yestern Railway and some seaports 


for exporting their leaves.

The difference between the fig- 
urss thus realized and the 940,000 tons referred to is represented 
in s gar still at plantations and remaining to be delivered at some 
ifuture date.

, Was not only due to the shortage in the crop from the fields, but 
also to a decrease in the acreage under cultivation. This iatter 
caus@ especially obtained in the Remedios section in which a large 
siock of tobacco had to be taken over from the 1901 to the 1902 orop, 
as consumption in thse United States has fallen off considerably. 

Owine to want of rain on the fields, the 1902 crop did not 
cure as satisfactorily as desired and remained in a raw condition. 
About 60% of the crop was sent to the United States. The bale

Sales effected up to date do not seem t leave large mare 
gins to growers, as the planting of seedlings had to be effected in

SEA ISLAND COTTON, 

The cultivation of cotton is being seriously considered 
and the following report made by an American cotton expert on the 
s itability of land in Cuba for the successful raising of cotton 
will perhaps more clearly exrlain the rossibility of a great future 
here for this producte 

"Deceomber, 1902, 

After extensive examination of the farm lands in Pinar 
del Rio, which you commissioned me to inspect and report upon as to 
their adaptability and value for Sea Island cotton raising, I beg to 
say, that I eonsider the soil extremely well suited to the purpose, 
jooing of a rich sandy loam, well watered and lying nicely. 

Part of the land is under cultivation with tobacco and part 
with sugar cane. Several huncred acres are woodlands with abundant 
timber for building purposes and fuel, but the greater portion of 
the tract appears to be recently cleared Wirgin soil of great fere 
tility, 

I would estimates that there is timber and fuel in sight 
for many years supply. 

I found cotton growing wild in the woods, without any 
‘Cultivation, rick in block and full of open cotton and grown bolls. 
‘These trees appear to range from one to five years in age. The fruit 


blooms and forms on the younger plants all seemed to be in perfect 


growing condition, which is remarkable at this season of the year, 
and which leads me to believe that they would thrive still better 
and bear still more abundantly in summer. 

On my visita to cultivatedfarmsin the Island, I have 
seen tame Sea Island cotton planted from seed imported from Florida 
anywhere from fiftsen days to four months old, and in every case 
the plants appeared healthy. Plants twh weeks old were from six to 
seven inches high, those four months old were from four to six feet 
in height, the latter weighed down with all the fruit the stalks 
could hold from grown bolls to small forms, averaging eighty bolis 
and forms to the stalk, 

With such a yield from a plant only four months old, I 
hesitate to estimate what the crop would be from a twelve months 


old tree, as the rapid increase in the size of the stalk would 


cause it to bear much morse fruit toward the latter part of the 


year. 

IT ghould make a conservative cstimate at Five hundred 
mature bolls per tree for the first year and should judge that every 
crop will be better until after the third or fourth year. 

This would give a result of four pounds of seed cotton 
to the stalk in a year's growth, or about three thousand pounds of 
sced cotton to the acre, which would net at least two five hundred 
round bales of lint cotton per acre. 

The plants all appear to bear full and do not shed the 
young bolls as they do in Georgia and Florida. 

The stapie is fine and silky and longer than the average 
Sea Island cotton in ovr eountry,. The staple furthermore appears 
to me as strong as any of our finer class cottons, and I believe 
would gain additionally in strength with the employment of a high 


grade fertilizer, as has been the experience in the South. 


I consider this variety syperior to our Bast Florida, 
and would sell cheap at from eighteen to twenty-one cents. I believe 
that after the third year the plant would grow so that the cotton 
would get out of reach, but this might be remedied by tapping. 

I would recommend breaking cround as carly as December, 
and planting in March - April - and - May = bedding up the iand, 
planting the seed on the crown of the beds, and allowing furrows 
between beds to drain off excess moisture during the heavy rains. 

I also believs it will be necessary to cultivate and 
weed the ground frequently, as weed appears to grow with great rae 
nidity an: thickness. 

The insects I have noticed in the cotton fields, are 
nothing as compared to what I have seen in Florida, I found our 
fireworm and caterpillar in the trees, but in numbers they are not 
| worth mentioning. In Florida we kill these insects by sprinkling 
the bushes with a mixture of one tablespoonful of paris arecn to one 
gallon of corn meal, and IT should think the same treatment, or pser- 
haps a Yiquid solution of the samv poison would exterminate the ine 
sects equally well here, 

I noticed that the tcbacco plants on the Islan@, appeared 
to be attacked by the same insects as our tobacco in Florida, and 
I should ju ge the game equal conditions would apply to cottons 

In a word, I consider conditions in Cuba from every stand- 
point more favorable to the suecessful oultivation of cotton than 
conditions in the Cotton Belt of the Unitod States, and that with 
Proper preparation of the soil, careful selection of the seed, and 
frequent cultivation, the Sea Island cotton grown in Cuba will be 
far supgprior to our best varieties. 

The native wild cotton resembles the Egyptian variety in 


texture and has a clean black seed with a staple somewhat longer 


than our best Uplands, but I would recommend the exclusive growing 


of Sea Island cotton on your plantations, os the conditions of the 
soil there appear to me favorable to the successful raising of the 
choicest wariety of long staple cotton".

AVAILABLE WATER POWER IN THE ISLAND. 


Vater power has »een very little employed in Cuba, al- 
though a great many rivers and creeks of considerable capacity sx- 
ist to supply power, but whose location or industries near by have 
not made them available. 

The Almendares river, which passes throush the outskirts 
of Havana on the Vest side, supplies the city and suburbs at pre- 
sent sith 1,200 horsepower for a papere-mill, brewery and other ture- 
bineg already established of two hundred an@ fifty horse-power each. 
°y going further up, more power may be obtained without causing 
great damage to the others below. Mayabeque river in Guines, Prov- 
ince of Havana, was, until a few years azo, supplying power to run 
two sugar plantations. The water employed then is now used in irri« 


gation. 


In the San Juan river, Matanzas, there is a turbine estabe- 


lished to run an ice factory. 


Water power is not used anywhere else in the whole Island 


to my knowledge. 


With the exception of the four large cities, « Havana = 


vatangas - Cienfuegos = and - Santiago de Cuba, which have aqueducts 


and obtain their water supply directly from the springs, water is 
generally obtained from wells, rain cisterns and directly from the 


rivers and greeks near by. Wells and natural springs are mostly 


used, 


The revenues of the Island are classified as receipts 
from C stoms, Internal Revenues, Postal and Telegraph and Miscell- 
aneous sources.

The Exportat ions shows a great inerease in 1901 and 1902. 


It must be noted also that the Importations from the United 


States into Cuba since 1899 have fallen off considerable, whereas 


Importations from Germany, esr ecially, and other countries in Burope, 


show a steady increase. 


While the demands of the domestic trade in the United 
tates, which is active during the present era of prosperity may be 
esconsible for the fact that the manufacturers in the United States 
verlook the market which C:.ba offers, yet this cannot be considered 
Bas an adequate reason for the loss of trade to the United States. 

Large shipments of hardware, both from England and Germany, 
are constantly being made to the Republic of Cuba, and inquiry as 
to the eause for such shipments brings out the fact, that many of 
our man. facturers refuse to devote a portion of their output for sxe 
port and Cuban buyers finding tha* they are unable to get their 
orders filled in the United States, naturally turn to the Buroprean 
market. 

If at some time, be it in the near or distant future, 
our home marxet shall have been supplied and manufacturers are 
forced to turn to other countries to find an outlet for their pro- 
ductions, difficulty will be experienced in diverting the trade of 
Cuba from established channels and the undertaking will be found 
both expensive and doubtful of success. It is to be hoped that the 
sagacious and far seeistg American manufacturer will anticipate this 
ssituation and will take prompt steps to remedy the falling off in 
trade between the United States and Cuba. 

The establishment of a United States Merchants Bxchange at 
Havana, is earnestly requested. A suitable place devoted to the ex- 
hibition of goods manufactured in the United States, would be an 
inexpensive and most efficient assistance to our menufacturers. 


If pending treaties bctween the United States and the Re- 


public of Cuba are ratified, a large influx of capital is expected. 


Improvements will continue to be made, which naturally carry with 
them, employment for those now unemployed. : 
In this connection, I desire to refer to the Cuban Railway 


Company, The construction of this railway, which was commenced in 


November 1900, and finished November llth 1902, has opened up a 


territory which includes seventy per cent of the area of the Island. 
‘his territory however only contains at this time, atout thirtye- 
eight per eent of the total Cuban population, Between six and seven 
ithousanad workmen were employed by the Railway Company during the past 
two years and the cost of construction up to date has been ten and @ 
half million dollars. Naturally considerable additional improvements 
will have to be made on this Railroad, necessitating the outlay of 
a further large amount of money. Villages and towns will spring up 
along the line. Virgin soil will be cultivated and a creat market 
for goods manufactured in the United States can be secured, if our 
manufacturers will become interested and take advantage of the op- 
portunities afforded them, 

Before leaving the subject of Importations into the Island 
of Cuba, I desire also to refer to cattle raisings 

One of the principal industries in Cuba, was formerly 
cattle raising and while in 1899, but very few cattle were on the 
Island, statisties show that during 1900, 286,524 cattle were ime 
ported; in 1901, 368,793 and in 1902, 267,281. During the same 
iperiod, the following number were slaughtered. In 1900 - 171,071 = 
in 1901 + 174,887 = and « in 1902 - 176,962, from which figures it 
is very evident that the importations far exceed the needs of home 
consumption and when we add to this the natural increase during the 
period stated, it can be safely asserted that cattle raising will 


azain become one of the most extensive industries of the Island. 


There are numerous tracts offland well fitted for thispurpose. The 


cattle fatten well and produce meat of good quality. The percentage 
got loss on account of sickness is very small. In 1901 = 689,555 were 
registered and at the end of the past year the registration shows 

999,862 head of cattle. Competent authorities assure me that nearly 


two million head of cattle were registered in Cuba prior to 1895.

I have the honor to submit the following Report of this 
Consulate General for the fiscal year ending June 50, 1903. 

The Consulate General in this City, which was closed April 
9, 1898, was re-established July 3, 1902, Consul General EB. S. Bragg 
having been appointed Consul General at Habana and Mr. Joseph A. 
Springer, Vice-Consul General. 

General Rragg continued on duty in this City until Novem- 
ber 1, 1902, on which date he embarked for the United States en- 
route to his new station. 

Mr. Springer acted as Consul-General until the arrival 
on January 20, 1903, of the Honorable W. A. Rublee, who succeeded 
General Bragg. Mr. Rublee relinquished charge on March 21, having 
been transferred to Vienna, and Mr, Springer again acted as Consul- 
General until my arrival April 21, 1903. 

As the late war with Spain, the Military Government of the 
Island, and the subsequent establishment of the Republic of Cuba, 


have brought this wealthy Island more prominently before the eyes of 


the public, I deem it proper to remark in this Report, not only on 


matters pertaining to Commerce, but also on the Geographical and 
Physical features of the Island, its mineral resources, its forests 


and forest trees, the character of the soil and principal products 


of the Island by Provinces.

With reference to Department Circular of February 6th, 
1900, subject "An Act to Amend the laws relating to American 
Seamen, for the protection of such seamen, etc", I beg to sub- 
mit to the Department for its decision and instruction, the 
following :- 

First: Is it proper for consular officers to accede 
to the request of a master of a vessel for the discharge, ina 
foreign port, of a seaman removed from his vessel by authority 
of the local government because he is suspected of havingyellow 
fever ; and 

Second:=- If such discharge is proper, what terms 


shall govern in the sttlement of the seaman's accounts,«-- 


Under existing laws the local authorities undoubt- 
edly have the power to remove or direct the removal of a sea- 


man suspected of yellow fever to a hospital or other place set 


aside for the observation and treatment of such persons, and 
thus, as a matter of fact, to deprive the master of the vessel 
of the services of the seaman for at least the time during 
which he is under observation and until the question as to 
whether or not he has yellow fever i Gebided. ° 

- Nothing to the contrary being affirmed no objection 
can be raised to the natural conclusion that the fever, or at 


least the symptom thereof, is the result of exposure in an ine» 


fected port in the performance of duty on board the vessel, 


and that, consequently, the sailor both prior to and sub- 
sequent to the passage of the Act approved December 21,1898, 
is entitled to extra wages, if discharged by the consular ) C 
officer, 

As the Act mentioned was passed however, with the 
object of improving the conditions of our seamen, it seems 
more reasonable to hold to the general policy "to discount- 
"enance the discharge of seamen in foreign ports, and to dis- 
approve of such request until the observation period, usually 
two or three days, has passed, and it has been determined 
whether or not the suspicion has been well founded, If the 
diagnosis has been correctly made and the seaman actually 
has yellow fever, he should then be discharged as of date 
when removed from the ship, his accounts settled and to in- 
clude the one month's extra wages above referred to, If 
found that he is free from the infectious fever, I hold he 
is to be returned to the vessel from which removed, or trans- 
ferredto some other vessel of the same owner, at the expense 
of the owner or owners, that his services be considered as 
continuous in the computation of wages, and that all expenses 


be met by the owner or owners. The modus operandi to be obe 


served in case of discharge is of secondary consideration 
and of course governed by the particular circumstances which 
surround each case. si 

In a recent similar case the local representative

which equity and common sense clearly place upon ite= 

I state “to the detriment of the interests of 


the seaman", because his discharge in the ease under consid« 


ac 


eration would not be of his own choice but compulsory ,accord- 
ing to the decision of the local authority. As the seaman is 


not discharged because of gicknesssbut on mere suspicion of 


sickness, which, after a brief period of observation, turns 
out not to be well founded, his discharge, in such circumstan- 
ces, would work grave injury to him personally and would put 
upon the United States the burden of caring for him in a case, 
so I believe, not contemplated by the law.<- 

To sum up: I hold that ho seaman should be discharged 
in a foreign port, without his consent, on account of being 


suspected only of having an infectious fever ; that hospital 


expenses, cost of transportation to rejoin vessel from which 
removed, or to join some other vessel of the same owner or 


owners, be met by said owtiers or owner, and that when dis-= 


charged on account of having actually contracted such infectious 


fever, in line of duty, one months extra wages be collected by 
the consular officer in addition to whatever other amount may 


be due to the seaman.

I have the honor to acknowledge receipt, under date of 
the 22nd instant, of Department Instructions number ll, dat- 
ed thel4th instant, requesting information as to certain 
commercial conditions in Cuba, and to reply as follows, quot- 
ing for the convenience of the Department - first, The ques- 
tion asked; second, my reply:

tise. Its prewent population is only a fraction of the po- 
pulation that it can support and is needed to properly de- 
velope it.

Five. What ise the estimate of the tetal sugar 
producing eapacity of the island under mod- 
ern methods? 

In answering this question I would say that not only 
modern methods but also immigration «+ gone of the problems 
which in the past as well as at present has more deeply pre- 
occupied publie opinion here = must be considered. OGOno of 
the principal factors in the development of agriculture is 
without doubt the personnel for country labor and the lack 
of said laborers in Cuba is well known and wages of those 
on hand naturally high « thus inorsasing the cost of the 
production of sugar. 

Public opinion in regard to immigration appears to be 
unanimous here that only white immigration is desirable, and 
the past has shown that imsaigrants from the Canary Islands 
and Northern Spain are most capable, best endure the rigors 
of the Cuba: climate, and make good farm laborers. 

Sinee in charge of this consulate-general I have, on 
several occasions, encouraged the immigration of farm lab- 
orers from our Southern States. With mfficient labor and 
mechinery it is safe to say that Cuban ean produce a sugar

schooner "ADDIE ¥. COLE", of Key West ,(72 tons), J.T .EDEN, 
Master, engered this port under charge of the Cuban Revenue 
Cutter "ABEJORRO", having been seized and detained on the 
ground of smuggling along the shores of Cuba in the vicinity 
of Cahanas. ¢ pOLOMe) , 

The Master being permitted to go ashore called at this 
Consulate General and stated his case; whereupon I suggested 
the filing of Py ‘protest, ‘and the protest, copy herewith marked 
enclosure No.l, was drawn and a copy thereof transmitted the 
_@a@ne date to the Collector of Customs of Havana, without’ com- 
ment,but with the polite request ‘that early action be taken, 
the schooner being under. expenses and finaneia2 losses, due 
to her inability to. proceed on her voyare, said expenses being 
estimated at about $40. per day, 
oe only that part of the case, recited by the master of 
the schooner. was known to me , and as Tt considered the action 
of the Commander ef the Cuban Revenue Cutter outlined in the 
| protest rather void. of thought and. ReLideratics, I submitted 
said protest without comment, fearing to offend if not in words 
at least in thought, and fully relied on the high sense of jus- 
tice of the local officials to decide this matter in accordance 
with law and equity. : 


Immediately upon receipt of the protest, the Collector 
of Customs called the Consulate by telephone and later in pere- O 
son, and expressed his wishes to settle the case with me in any 


way that I considered proper and just, stating his desire to 


deal liberally in this matter, because that although there 


were reasons to suspect the vessel of being engaged in smuggling, 
search failed to bring forth data which would warrant prosecu- 
tion or her further detention, end that he had released the 
master and crew from arrest. We talked this matter over at 
length, and I suggested the advisability or Placing her upon 
‘a ary dock in order to fully determine what damages actually 
existed and are chargeable to the unseaman-like manner in which 
she was navigated while under the charge of the Revenue Cutter. 
The Collector fully concurred with me, and the master of the 
schooner thereupon made the usual request for a gurvey. 

2./ (Enclosure No.2.) Two experts were appointed, (Enclosure No.3) 

3/4./anda their report rendered, (Enclosure Nowds) within one hour after 
being Motified by the Collector that the schooner had been placed 
upon the dry dock at government expense, .

Fully appreciating the fact that "Claims" should be set= 
tled through diplomatic channels, I beg to submit, to avoid 
misundergtanding and possible disapproval of my action, that 
the settlement was effected by mutual consent of the interested 
parties, and that my action was based on the principles of 
equity and the sense of conciliation which ought to prevail in 
an arbitral opinion, 

In conclusion, I beg to state, that the prompt action of 
the local authorities and the friendly spirit shown by them is_ 


deserving of special mention.-

Tide flooding, at #15 P, M, the cutter returned 
with the Mayor of Cabanas and three men to help take out 
ballast 3; at 4.45 cutter brought a lighter alongside with 
some men and proceeded to take out ballast aft, and by 6.30 
P.M, had discharged some 6 or 7 tons of ballast, consist- 
ing of stone and iron, into the lighter.- In publing on 
her, the cutter parted new 5 ineh line twice, swung hard 
to westward, a little ; vessel grinding hard on bottom; 


6.50 pem. ceased pulling and started to change position of 
anchors ; 7.15 cutter returned to Cabanas with Mayor, and 
the men brought at same time with him, knocked off work; 

lighter still alongside; weather fine and calm, musquitoes 


bad.- During the visit of the Mayor he expressed his opine 


ion to the first named appearer, as to the treatment that 
had been received from the cutter, which he stated was al- 
together strange, and not legal, as he interpreted the law, 
and did not understand why the cutter brought us to Caba- 
nas instead 6f going direct to Havana where « hearing could 


be had; the Commander of the cutter said he would not give 


me any satisfaction, and did not care if he kept me there 
3 years.@ 

Wednesday, August 19th. At 4. a.m.the Commander of 
cutter called us, we heaved on forward anchor, vessel grad- 
ually came off,but not without a good deal of grinding on 
the rocks, and at 4.45 A.M. we anchored in the harbor ; at 
5.15 they started to reload and stow the ballast; at 8.30 
the cutter towed the schoonet to piek up anchor, which was 
Slipped when veegel floated; and at 9.45 this A. M. weather 
p a dead calm/ the schooner started for Havana in tow of

cutter; at 7.05, passed Morro Castle, and at 7.25 eame to

And the first named appearer further declares,and 
that he is aware of and credibly informed by members of 
his crew that all assistance possible was rendered by his 
crew after he was placed under arrest, to properly navie 
gate the schooner, except in the instance when they were 
ordered to unload the ballast which the crew refused to do 
for the reason that said order was not necessary, the vese 
eel being in such a position that she would float with 
high tide, without the removal of ballast ; and in the 
second instance, when the Commander of the cutter ordered 
the men of the schooner to fill the barrels for the cute

That great injury has been done to this appearer 
by the illegal act on the part of the Commander of the 
Cuiamercutter "ABEJORRO", as well as to the schooner whieh 
he commands, the said.

It seems that the National Photograph Machine Company 
of New York sent on the 24th. June last, by the Pan-American 
Express Co. a bill of goods consigned to H. A. PEACH, of Havana, 
C. O. DX. The party to whom the goods were consigned did not tale 
them, and they were ordered to be returned. The Express Co, could, 
or did not make delivery of the goods, but charged $ 70.50 for 
duties, claimed to have been paid by them. The shippers of the 
goods were obliged to recall them and paid the Express Co, the 
Said amount claimed as duties, also charges, and found on their 


return part of the goods were damaged, even worthless. 


The shippers claim that the Cuban Govermment should 


not have collected the amount of duties, as alleged, as the goods 


were not delivered, but were returned to the Unifed States,

SENOR: 

Cumpliendo lo prevenido en el articulo 39 de la orden N°? 79, Serie de 1901, 
tengo el honor de exponer los trabajos realizados por este Centro y la situacién 
del Tesoro de la Reptiblica, con demostracién detallada de los Ingresos y Egresos 
que han tenido lugar en los distintos departamentos del Gobierno, y balance 
general del Tesoro de la Naci6on. 

Hasta el 1° de Agosto de 1902, no puede decirse que empezaron los trabajos de 
fiscalizaci6n en este Centro, de las cuentas y comprobantes del nuevo Gobierno de 
la RepGiblica, no sélo porque tuvo que dedicar todo el tiempo transcurrido desde 
el 20 de Mayo hasta el 31 de Julio al examen y liquidaci6n de las Gltimas cuentas 
del perfodo de la Intervenci6n, sino porque ademéas, efectuandose la remisi6n 
de las cuentas dentro del mes siguiente 4 aquel 4 que se refieren, era necesario 
esperar que llegaran para proceder 4 su comprobaci6n, y como esto no tuvo lugar 
hasta el mes de Julio, de ahi el aparente retraso de esta memoria, cuya presenta- 
ci6n pudiera haberse efectuado en el mes de Octubre. 

La bondad del sistema implantado en Cuba por el Gobierno Interventor para 
examinar, comprobar y fiscalizar todas las cuentas del Estado, 4 semejanza del 
que rige en los Estados Unidos, ha dado en su desarrollo resultados altamente 
beneficiosos, porque imperando en todo 6l, el espiritu practico que caracteriza el 
modo de ser de ese pueblo, ha logrado que sea una verdad en el terreno de los 
hechos, la inspecci6n fiscalizadora del Estado, y la responsabilidad efectiva. por 
las infracciones cometidas. 

A tal resultado ha contribuido, y es grato 4 este Centro exponerlo asf, la 
acertada direcciOn de los Auditores de Cuba, Mr. William P. Watson, Captain 
E.C. Brook y Mr. J. D. Terrill, quienes con su inteligencia, pericia y gran ener- 
gia, lograronen poco tiempo normalizar el despacho de todos los asuntos, y hacer 
sentir 4 los empleados del Estado la saludable influencia de un Centro fiscalizador. 

Ademas del examen, liquidaci6n y aprobacién de todas las cuentas de la 
Reptiblica, de que haré relaci6n mas adelante, ejerce este Centro una inspeccién 
directa y constante sobre todo lo que constituye el patrimonio mobiliario del 
Estado, ya esté representado por dinero, ya por el material adquirido para el ser- 
vicio de los distintos organismos de la Naci6n. En este particular se ha llegado 
f alcanzar un gran adelanto, esperando, con el tiempo, llegar 4 un completo 
grado de perfeccionamiento. Hasta el actual momento, la idea de que el mate- 
rial del Estado forma parte del patrimonio de Ja Nacién, y de que su custodia y 
conservaciOn se imponfia 4 los funcionarios piblicos de un modo tan imperioso 
como la del dinero efectivo, era casi desconocida, no ya por funcionarios y cen- 
tros administrativos de poca importancia, sino aun por aquellos donde tienen su 
asiento el saber y la cultura. Hoy, merced 4 la fiscalizaci6n de este Centro y 4 
las visitas de inspeccién que con tanto acierto desempefian los funcionarios de 
esa Secretaria por Ordenes de la misma, va penetrando poco 4 poco y haciéndose 
paso la idea de que la propiedad mobiliaria es tan respetable como el dinero del 
Tesoro, y su cuidado y conservacion, un deber ineludible.

Entre las buenas practicas que introdujo en Cuba el Gobierno Interventor, 
debe enumerarse el pago de las atenciones del Estado por medio de Checks, ex- 
ceptudndose s6lo por su pequefiez, los jornales de Obras Pdblicas; lograndose de 
este modo obtener, al par que la doble comprobacion en los pagos, evitar que los 
Pagadores conserven en su poder dep6sitos en metdélico. El Banco Nacional, que 
es el Agente fiscal del Gobierno, percibe.un cuarto por ciento de comisi6n sobre 
los pagos que realiza siendo responsable de los que efecttie indebidamente. 

En la actualidad no es permitido el desempefio de ningGn destino que lleve 
consigo responsabilidad, bien por manejo de fondos, bien por custodia de mate- 
rial, sin que el empleado preste la fianza correspondiente antes de tomar posesi6n 
del cargo, logrando con ello evitar posibles riesgos para el Estado; y como en los 
casos de licencia del empleado afianzado desempefiaba el puesto interinamente 
uno que no lo estaba, se ha ordenado ademas, que afin en estos casos se preste 
fianza por esos interinos, obteniendo de las Compafifas afianzadoras la presta- 
cién de fianzas provisionales, sin mas abono por parte del Estado, que el del 
premio durante el tiempo de la interinidad. | 

S6lo falta para completar la medida dispuesta, el que, 4 semejanza de lo que 
se practica en los Estados Unidos, se exija & todos los funcionarios consulares la 
prestaci6n de fianzas segtiin la importancia de las operaciones que realicen en los 
lugares de su destino, 4 excepci6n de los que sean honorarios; medida que se im- 
pone por manejar fondus dela Repdblica, y estar lejos de la accién del Poder 
Central. 

No han sido pocas las dificultades y resistencias que ha tenido que vencer 
en ocasiones la Intervenci6n General-en sus relaciones con algunos empleados, 
particulares -y Centros Administrativos, que por raz6n de contratos 6 servicios le 
deben rendir sus cuentas; dificultades y resistencias nacidas de las malas practicas 
imperantes durante pasadas épocas, y arraigadas por el transcurso del tiempo, 
pues l6gicamente se comprende que no es posible sustraerse en un momento 4 la 
influencia que la tradici6n y los habitos inveterados ejercen sobre el modo de ser 
de un pueblo, costando tanto mas vencer esas resistencias, cuanto que los proce- 
dimientos implantados por la Intervencién Americana diferfan radicalmente de 
los de la Colonia, si6éndome grato consignar, que, en lo general, ha hallado faci- 
lidades para desempefiar su misi6n este Centro, merced al espfritu prontamente 
adaptable del cubano, y al empefio patri6tico demostrado de cumplir bien cada 
unv los deberes de su cargo para coadyuavar, en la medida de sus fuerzas, 4 la 
consolidaci6n del régimen por que tanto se luch6. 

Hoy, debido al tiempo transcurrido, y 4 la constancia desplegada por este 
Centro, con la cooperaci6n eficaz de la Tesoreria General y la Contaduria de 
Hacienda se ha logrado ir venciendo las dificultades 4 que acabo de referirme, y 
se ha conseguido ir amoldando el funcionamiento administrativo 4 los nuevos 
procedimientos implantados, que tan excelentes resultados han producido, con- 
fiando en que la bondad del sistema, hardé por si solo lo demas. 

Réstame hacer presente 4 la Secretaria, que realizando este Centro la misma 
suma de trabajo que durante el perfodo de la Intervencién Americana, solo cuen- 
ta con un nGmero mucho menor de empleados del que 4ntes existia, habiéndose 
realizado economfias en este sentido por valor de $34.720.00, y en el material y 
alquileres por valor de $12.000-07, ascendentes en total 4 $46,720-07, bastando esa 
circunstancia para poner de relieve la competencia y laboriosidad de los emplea- 
dos de este Centro, siendo por ello merecedores de que se haga ptiblico en su 
elogio.

sury of the Republic and the receipts and expenditures of the dif- 
ferent departments of the government demonstrated in detail, and 
the general balance sheet of the treasury of the nation, ' 

The auditing of the accounts and vouchers of the new governe 
ment of the Republic by this effice cannot be said te have commen= 
ced until the first of August, 1902; becuase the time that trans- 
pired between the 20th of May and tne Slet of July was employed | 
in examining and auditing the last accounts of the period of intere ; 
vention, and, as all accounts are rendered within the month next | 
following that to which they refer, their examination could not be 
commenced until after the month of July. ‘This will explain the 
apparent delay in submitting this report, which could otherwise 
have been presented in the month of September. bAst-er 

The excellence of the system established in Cuba by the gove 
ernment of Intervention for the examination, verification and au- 
dit of all the accounts of the State, being similar to that which 
exists in the United States, its development has produced highly 
befeficial results; and, as the highly practical spirit which cha- 
racterigzes that nation pervades the whole, the supervision by the i 
State and the placing the responsibility for all infringements com= 
mitted where it belonged have been a fast. 


It is a plegqsure to state that the wise direction of the Aue 
ditors for Cuba, Mr. William P. Watson, Captain &. C. Brooks and 
Mr. Je De Terrill has contributed to these results, obtaining in 
a short time by their intelligence, knowledge and great energy the 
regular despatch of all business, making the employees of the 
State feel the beneficial influence of a Department of Audit. 

In addition to the examination, liquidation and approval of 
all tke accounts of the Republic, mentioned further on, this of+- 
fice exercises a direct and constant inspection of all that consti- 
tutes the property of the State, whether in the way of money, or 
of property acquired for the service of the different organisms of 
the nation. In this connection a great advance has been realised, 
and it is hoped that in time absolute perfection may be reached. 
The idea of state property being a part of the patrimony of the 
nation and its custody and preservation by public employees being 
as imperative as that of money was sonething almost unknown; not 
only by officers and administrative offices of small importance, 
but even where knowledge and culture reigned. To-day, thanks to

ing of disbursing officers retaining in their possession deposits 


in cash. The Banco Nacional, which is the fiseal agent of the 
governm nt, receives 1/4 4 commission on payments made, being rese 
ponsgible for these unduly made. 

At the present time no position which carries with it respon- 
sibility, whether for handling of funds, or custody of property, 
can be filled, unless the employee files the corrésponding bond be- 
fore taking possession of the office, thus avoiding possible risks 
to the State; and, when in case of leave of absence of a bonded em-~- 
pioyee his place is provisionally filled by one who is unbonded, 
it has been ordered that even in these cases, employees temporari«- 
ly filling a bonded position must likewise file a bond; bonding 
companies now providing a provisional bond, the State paying the 
premium for such time enly as the posit ion is temporarily filled. 

To make this measure complete it only remains for all consular 
officers to be required to file a bond according to the importance 
of the operations where they hold office, honorary consuls excep- 
ted, as is the case in the United States; a measure which ought te 
be enZoreed as they handle funds of the Republic and are far from the 
control of the Central Power. 

The difficulties and resistence which the Auditor's Office 


has had to @mnquer in its relations with some employees, private 
individuals and administrative departments, which, on account of 
contracts or services should render their accounts, have not been 
few; difficulties and resistances born of the evil practices whieh 
prevailed in times past and which had taken reot in the transcourse 
of time; Dut it will be readiliy understoed that it is impossible 
to destroy in a day the influences which tradition and inveterate 


mie 


habits exercise in the manner of being of a people. The me thods 
introduced by the Americson Intervention differing so widely from 
those of the colony made this resistance all the more difficult te 
overcome. It is gratifying to state that, as a rule, this office 
has encountered facilities in the fulfillment of its mission thanks 
to the adaptability of the Cuban and the patriotic desire demons- 
trated by everyone to fulfill the duties of his office in order to 
help as far as possible to consolidate the regime, the object of 
B80 many struggles. 

At present, owing to the time Which has @Glapsed and the coné- 
tancy displayed by this office, with the effective cooperation of 
the Treasurer General and the Auditer for the Hacienda, the diffi- 
culties I have just mentioned have been overcome and the adapta- 
tion of adminstrative functions to the new procedure established, 
which has produced such excellent results, has been attained, and 
it is hoped the excellence of the system itself will do the rest,

It but remeins for me to invite ,our attention to the fact 
that this office accomplishes -the same amount of work as during the 
period of the American Intervention with a far less ouner of = 
ployees than formerly existed, a saving of $34.720.00 being thus 
realised, and in rent and purchase of property an economy of 
$12.000.07, a total of $46,720.07; this fact being alone sufficient 


te clearly set forth the competence and laboriousness of the em- 


ployees of this office, for which they deserve toe be publicly com- 


mended.

CULTIVATION OF TOBACCO IN CUBA. 
DD IIDIIIDIIOCCHECECCCCOC 


Frou the lst to the 15th August is the time to sow 
the seedlings in a nursery, and about this tine you can 
commence to prepare the ground for the young piants. 

The young plants are saquetines taken out of the nur- 
sery and planted in the open fields as early as st/15th 
October; but, owing to the usual heavy rains at this time 
of the year, it is considered a risky business.. The 
safest time is considered to be between 15th October and 
30th November. 

It is most essential to have the land well prepared 
for the reception of the young plants, and the following 
is the course generally pursued:-- Inmediately after the 
previous harvest has been cleared away, the ground is 
covered with a vegetable manure (out of many experiments 
that have been tried, the GUANO DE PERU--or PERUVIAN 
GUANO--has been found to te the best) and great care is 
taken to prevent cattle obtruding over the fields; in the 
August hot weather the ground is plowed over in order to 
allow the manure to ferment; at the end of September 
plowing in earnest camnences, five or six times, each 
way, backwards and forwards, but in doing this plowing, 
care must be exercised to see that the ground is not so 
wet as to make the clay into lumps, for these lumps would 
be very harmful in the event of dry weather ensuing. 


After this preparation of the ground, a plane is 
passed over it, in order to level it, and then--as the 
young plants are ready for transplantat ion--you plow the 
sround for the last time, turning up the clay s0 as to 
convert it inte little hills and valleys, running at right 
angles, and a t a distance of about 60 or 65 centimetros 
from the ridge of one hill to another. Then the ground is 
quite ready and the young plants, fresh frou the nursery, 
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can be planted at a distance of about twenty or twenty- 
five centimetros from each other. 

The first “*cleaning* is commenced about ten or fif- 
teen days after the transplanting of the young plants to 
the hills, by bringing fresh earth and covering up the 
stalks with it ; on good land and in favorable weather the 
plants ought to be sufficiently advanced in another fif- 
teen or twenty days to have their heads nipped off with a 
man's finger-nails, thus preventing them going to seed, 
but this should only be done after a plant begins to show 
twelve or sixteen leaves, and at the sane time, what is 
called a second ‘cleaning* (as described above) takes 
place. 

The original plants must be kept free from all shoots 
except in very fertile places, where one uay be allowed 
to remain; this shoot also has to be “cleaned® and, when 
showing eight leaves, “nipped* in the manner already de- 
scribed. 

Watering the plants is not dene as a rule, except in 
times of a long drought, for the tobacco leaves are liable 
to be stained by a shower of rain coming soon after arti- 
ficial irrigation. In the PARTIDO district, however, ir- 
rigation is effectef by means of waking the water run down 
the valleys and thus keeping the plants moist without 
touching them with the water. 


Very great care and judgment is required to select 
the time for cutting the leaves, and the best time is con- 
sidered to be lumediately after the tobacco-leaves have 
lost their dark-greenish appearance and acquired a yellow- 
ish-green color; but rain-time must, be avoided, for if the 
rain fall upon the cut leaves while they are lying on the 
field, spots appear upon them, destroying their market 
value considerably. 

Good results have been obtained in the PARTIDO dis- 
trict by the use of cheese cloths.

pose, and state as follows, that is to say: That these 
appearers, on the 6th day of February, 1904, in their 
capacitics aforesaid, sailed in and with the said SCHOONER 
"IRENE" from the Port of Key West, Florida, in ballast 
and ship stores and bound to the Port of San Juan, Porto 
Rico, that the said ship was then to their best knowledge 
and belief, tight, staunch, and strong; and that the 
stores which she carried well and sufficiently stowed 

and secured; had her hatches well covered; was well and

anchor the following morning and after having recovered 


the samc she again started on her journey for Porto Rico, 


but that duc to bad weather and head winds she was unable 
to make her intended destination and finally arrived on 
or about February 22nd, in the vicinity of Mosyuito Key, 
and two or three days thereafter at Mosyuito Key proper, 


Having arrived at that point, the MASTER and DEPONENT 


JOHN ¥, CURRY, heretofore mentioned and WILLIAM S. ENEAS, 


FIRST MATE and NAVIGATING OFFICER, also heretofore mcn- 
tioned, concluded not to cmtinue further on their journcy 
to Porto Rico, in view of the inclemency of the weather 
and the unsecaworthy condition of their vessel. They 
thereupon, namely under date of February 28th, applied 

to the Fiscal Agent Lisandro Poveda, at Mosquito Key, for 
a permit to fish for sponges, which permit is hereto at- 
tached and shows that the said vessel "IRENE" arrived at 
Mosyuito Key in ballast and only with sufficient provi- 
sions for her crew and with material for fishing sponges. 


That permission to fish for sponges was granted them 


under the samc date and that thereupon and until on or 


about March the 16th, they remaincd at Mosyuito Key, fish- 
ing for sponges, Running short of water they started for 
Providence, in the Republic of Columbia, arriving there 
under distress and obtaining permission from the same of-

ession, the weather being against them they anchored at 


Catalina reef, remaining there about four days, when they 
again started to reach their port of destination at Key 
West, Florida, The vessel, as on the journey to Mosquito 
Key, also on the journey homeward, leaked badly and re~« 
yuired pumping cvery two hours. That on or about April 
22nd, they reached Cape Antonio, and that on accowt of 


headwinds they came inside the reefs at Cape Antonio, 


and anchored therein in order not to endanger the lives 


of the seamen on board the vessel, the vessel at that 

time leaking badly and the strain on her mast, which is 

in bad condition and broken, would cause the vessel to 

leak tosuch an extent as to endanger the lives and pro~- 
perty of said vessel; that no small boat whatsocver was 
lowered, nor anv fishing tackle used and that no attempt 
was made to fish for sponges and that the sponges on the 
vessel were the sponges collected at Mosyuito Key; that 

it is a well known fact that it reyuires at least two 
weeks after a sponge is taken off the bottom to be cleaned, 
and that on or about April 26th, when the vessel "“IRENE*® 
was captured and the crew thereof made prisoners by a 
CUBAN REVENUE CUTTER, an examination by the CAPTAIN of 
said REVENUR CUTTER of the cargo on the "IRENE", showed 
that the sponges on board were absolutely dry and there~ 
fore could not have been taken from Cuban waters; that on 
the morning of April 23rd, the NAVIGATING OFFICER attempted 
to continue the journey to Key West, the wind at that time 


being Northeast, compelling him to put up inside of the 
recf; that on or about the 25th, he went outside of the 
reef, the wind being about North and so strong that it 
carried away four halyard blocks and parted the main 
throat halyard, thereby disabling the vessel and compell- 
ing them to return inside of the reef where they anchored 
and attempted to repair to the best of their ability the 
damage done, which was accomplished on or about eight 
o'clock on the morning of the 26th, when they again 
started on their journcy for Key West. The wind being a 
headwind compelled the boat to beat up inside the reef 
until about two o'clock in the afternoon when they stood 
off into the Gulf. That between the hours of two and 
three o'clock in the afternoon, they were hailed by a 
CUBAN REVENUE CUTTER, commanded by CAPTAIN LABORDE, who 
had fired two blanks and two ball cartridges at the vessel, 
although the vessel made no attempt whatsoever to get 
away from him and could not in view of the wind prevailing 
at that time; that the CAPTAIN heretofore mentioned, Sr, 
LABORDE, boarded the vessel and accused the MASTER of 
having been fishing for sponges in Cuban waters, said 
accusation being made after he personally examined the 


sponges in the hold of the vessel, which sponges were 


properly strung up and in a dry condition and therefore 
could not have been caught in Cuban waters, in view of the 


fact that documents in possession of the CAPTAIN and handed 


over to CAPTAIN LABORDE clearly showed that the vessel ar» 


rived at Columbia with sponges and that she only left 
Providence, or the reefs of Providence, on or about 
April 18th; that when CAPTAIN LABORDE informed the MASTER 
and NAVIGATING OFFICER that he was obliged to make them 
prisoners, they informed him that they knew of no reason 
why they should be made prisoners; that they had not 
violated any law whatsocver; had not been fishing for 
sponges in Cuban waters and only took refuge on the 

coast to protect the lives of those on board; that CAPTAIN 
LABORDE thereupon told them he would nevertheless make 
them prisoners and they could claim their damages at a 
subscyucnt date; that they were taken prisoners that same 
afternoon, April 26th, and carried to Esparanza, Cuba, 

at which town evidently CAPTAIN LABORDE placed himself 

in telegraphic communication with the authorities in 
Havana; that in endeavoring to bring them to Esperanza 
the said CAPTAIN LABORDE carried the vessel over the 
reef; that on or about Sunday afternoon, May the first, 
they arrived in Havana in tow of the said REVENUE CUTTER 
and.in charge of and being prisoners of the COMMANDER 
thereof; the "IRENE" being manned by three men from the 
said heretofore mentioned REVENUE CUTTER; that great 
damage has been done to them through inability to bring 
their merchandise to the Port of Key West, and that said 
merghandise is suffering daily and diminishing in value 


owing to the fact that they are in the bottom of the ship, 


not taking into consideration the fact that hhe value 
of the sponges has greatly decreased in the past week; 
that they figure the damages up to date to the sim of 
One thousand ($1,000) dollars, which includes food for 
the crew, Which in addition to the two DEPONENTS nunbers 
five, and which amount should be paid to them by the 
proper official of the REPUBLIC of CUBA, by whom also 
they should be set at liberty immediately and assisted 
on their way to Key West, Florida, the Port which they 
attempted to make at the time they were made prisoners; 
that the crew of the vesse] is prepared and ready to 
make oath to the truthfulness of this declaration, 

And these said APPEARERS, upon their oaths 
aforesaid, do further declare and say: That during the 
said voyage they, together with the others of the said 
Ship's company, used their utmost endeavors to preserve 


the said vessel and cargo from all manner of loss, damage, 


Or injury. Wherefore the said JOHN F, CURRY, MASTER hath 


PROTESTED, as by these presents I, the said CONSUL GENERAL, 
at his special instance and request, do publicly and 


solemnly Protest, against all and cvery person and persons 
whom it doth or may concern, and against the winds, and 
waves, and billows of the seas, and against all and every 
accident, matter and thing, had and met with as aforesaid, 
whereby, and by reason whereof, the said vessel or cargo 
already has, or hereafter shall appear to have, suffered 
Or sustained damage or injury. And do declare that all 


LOSSES, DAMAGES, COSTS, CHARGES AND EXPENSES, that have 


happened to the said vessel or cargo, or to either, are 


and ought to be borne by those to whom the same by right 
may appertain by way of average or otherwise, the same 
having occurred as before mentioned, and not by or through 
the insufficiency of the said vessel, her tackle or ap- 
parel, or defawt or neglect of this appearer, his 
officers or any of his mariners, 
Thus done and protested and in the Port of 
Havana, this 4th day of May, in the year of our Lord One

In connection with my communication to you 
of the 4th instant, I beg to inform you that at five 
o'clock P.M., vesterday, the 9th instant, I received a 
communication from the Secretary of Finance of the Re- 
public of Cuba setting forth that the Secretary of the 
Treasury has ordered suspended his instructions previously 
sound for the detention of the Schooner "Irene" and 
authorizing the Captain thereof to journey wherever it 
may please him, which commimication, by implication at 
least, supports the claim of the Master and crew of the 
"Irene," that the entry of the vessel into the sheltered 
waters of Cuba was not for the purpose of violating 
laws of the Republic, not for the purpose of commerce, 
but from necessity and to escape destruction, and that 
it would appear to have been the duty of the Commander 
of the Cuban Revenue Cutter to have rendered assistance 


to the Master of the “Irene” instead of augmenting his 


misfortune, 


Dismissing any further question upon the prin- 


ciples involved in the protest, in regard to which there 


can now be no disagreement among the parties interested, 


the authorities having acknowledged the seizure and de- 
tention as without just cause by now releasing the vessel 
upon consideration of the evidence submitted at the time 
of seizure, it remains only to arrive at a just measure 
of the value of the damages and injuries suffered by the 
Master and crew of the "Irene," as well as the cargo 
thereof, which up to and including the 4th instant, were 
stated by the Master and Mate, under oath to have been 
One thousand dollars, and to which must be added the 
further damages and injuries suffered during the period 


of further detention namely, from said date to and in- 


cluding the evening of the 9th instant, 


In considering this question, which forms 
part of the protest heretofore filed, I beg of you to 
bear in mind that if the existence of unfounded suspi- 
cions should be regarded as a justification of the seizure 
and detention of vessels engaged in lawful commerce, the 
safeguards which civilized nations have thrown around 
the commerce of the World would be wholly unavailing to 
protect it against the excess of zeal on the part of 


revenue officers, 


Permit me to state again that in the case 
now under consideration the seizure and detention of 
the vessel, her Master, crew and cargo was without just 
cause and presents a good and valid claim on every prin- 
ciple of justice and equity and as I believe of sound 


international law for indemnity against the Republic of

Cuba, by whose authority and under whose direct instruct- 


ions and orders the proceedings were had. However, having 


the honor to be personally acyuainted with, as well as 
my intimate knowledge of the officials charged with the 
settlement of this case, and the absolute confidence I 
have in their high sense of justice, I refrain from ask- 
ing any further specified amownt of indemnity, leaving

Having transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury the letter which you were pleased to address me 
under. date of yesterday, it has been returned to me to~- 
day with a communication which copied literally is as 
follows: 

I acknowledge the receipt of you letter of 
the 10th of May, accompanied by a communication from the 
Consul General of the United States, referring to the 
Schooner "Irene," and in reply, I return yau herewith the 
aforesaid communication, informing you that this office 
cannot accept the interpretation that the Consul General 


desires to give to the order cancelling the detention of 


the Schooner, in the sense that it is an acknowledgment 


on the part of the Government of Cuba, that the detention 
of the Schooner was an illegal one. Neither can it ac- 
cept the principle established by the Consul General in 


the second paragraph of his communication, that by the 


mere fact of now annulling the order of detention, the 
Government of the Republic acknowledges that the seizure 
of said vessel was made without due cause, and therefore 
an indemnitv is in order, This office does not under- 
stand, as stated by the Consul General of the United 
States in the last paragraph, that the detention of the 
Schooner was made on groundless suspicions, nor that any 
international law has been violated, inasmuch as the 
detention was effected, not only on account of the vio-~ 
lation of one of the provisions of the Customs Regulations, 
but there was also well founded suspicions that the law 
had been violated. It is a well established principle 
that justifies the demand of the papers of foreign vessels 
found in suspicious circ imstances within the j urisdictional 
waters of a country, and in case of need to carry out an 
investigation of the vessel, to prove their legality. 

From the facts proven, it does not appear that the Master 
acted in a frank and open manner, but that it was necess- 
ary to fire at him twice with ball cartridges, after 
having first discharged two blank cartridges and blown 

the whistle, before he would come to and tack, nor can 

the assertion be accepted that it was due to the weather 
that he had to enter within the jurisdictional waters of 
Cuba, inasmuch as it has been proved to this office, from 


seafaring persons, that there was no bad weather on the 


eosrd to 26th of April; and in view of Article 160 of Regu~ 


lations and taking into account the conduct of the Master 
of the detained vessel, there was sufficient reason to 
suspect the lawfulness of the sponges and the reason why 
the vessel was within Cuban jurisdictional waters. The 
foregoing facts being duly proven, the Secretary ordered 
that the vesseZ should be brought to Habana, in order 

to determine the degree of culpability in which it had 
incurred, if after an investigation had been made it 
should be verified that the schooner had violated the 
law, and even though it had violated one of the provi- 
sions of the Customs Regulations, it received no punish- 
ment, and the only yuestion was concerning its delivery 
to the Consul General of the United States. This Secre- 
tary's office does not understand the grounds for a claim 
by the vessel, for the Master powerfully contributed to 
confirm the suspicions that the Captain of the Revenue 
Cutter held, and only presented the documents he had in 
his possession when the vessel was detained, to the Con- 
Sul General of His: nation, to be handed to the Collector 


of Customs at Habana, It thus appears that the Master of 


the vessel, deliberately concealed docunents, which if 


he had at the time pr@spented them to the Captain of the 
Cutter, would have prevented the necessity of bringing 
the Schooner to Habana, although even bP not having such 
docunents had he failed to violate a law of the Republic. 


The vessel suffered absolutely nothing by being obliged 


to come to Habana, and the crew has been provided with 
money for their daily rations by the officer of the Cutter. 
The damages and prejudices that may have been occasioned 
are due exclusively to its having violated one of the 
provisions of the Customs Regulations, having entered 
into the jurisdictional waters of Cuba, and having acted 
in a suspicious manner, the Master having refused to 
deliver to the Captain of the Revenuc Cutter the docu- 
ments proving his place of sailing and cargo, with the 
further offense of having insulted the said representa-~ 
tive of the Government, at the moment of his scizure, 
although with courtesy and good breeding he was asked for 
the documents he had to justify the place of his sailing 
and regarding the cargo of sponges on board, 

In view of the foregoing statements and the 
proven facts, this Secretary's office cannot accept the 
responsibility of the damages and prejudices to the 
captured vessel nor to its cargo, inasmuch as the same 
were brought about by the Master and not through any 
order of this office, and therefore, you will please 
State to the Consul General of the United States, that 


this Department for the reasons set forth in this come 


munication does not consider itself bound to pay any ine 


demnity whatever in conseyuence of the acts realized to~ 


ward the Schooner "Irene" in the exercise of its lawful 


attributes.

I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter of the llth instant, No. 4706-1, communi- 
cating to me the letter of the Secretary of Finance, in 
reply to my lctter of the 10th instant, to you, relating 
to the seizure and detention of the American Schooner 
"Irone ,* 

In view of the fact that the schooner in 
question was released by the Cuban Government after a 
protest had been duly made against the scizure as un- 
lawful and a claim filed for indemnification for damarcs 
suffered by reason of such unlawful seizure and subse- 
yuent detention, without any decision by the Government 


of the yuestions raised by the formal protcst and claim 


for damages, I must repeat that the release and delivery 


of the vessel and her crew have not been and cannot be 
accepted as an act of grace or courtesy on the part of 
your Government, The declaration of the Secretary, that 
the release of the vessel seized was not made as a matter 
of right and justice and in partial reparation of an 
unlawful seizure effected by an agent of the Cuban Govern- 


ment, leaves still pending and undecided all the  ,uestions 


raised by the protest of the Master and by the claim 
for satisfaction of damages incurred, 

The Seerctary's letter clearly shows that he 
has not been advised of or has not considered the facts 
of the scizure as stated in the Master's protest, Your 
attention is respectfully invited to the following. 

The Secretary's letter states that the vessel 
was scized not only because of a violation of 4@ provision 
of the Customs Regulations, but also because of well found- 
ed suspicions that the Law had been violated; but no 
provision of Law or of Customs Regulations is specified 
as having been violated. The sworn statement of the Master 
shows that the Vessel was overtaken and seized while on 
the high sea and not within the territorial waters of 
Cuba, Against this no evidence has been offered, Sus~ 
picions, however well founded cannot, in the absence of 
any confirmation, justify an act which is in itself 
illegal, 

The vessel had been within the territorial 
waters of Cuba, as shown by the Master's statement, for 


the purpose of effecting repairs of damages suffered on 


her voyage from Old Providence, Such entry into territor~ 


ial waters for such a purpose is recognized by wiversal 
law as perfectly legitimate and as entailing no penalty. 
If the vessel had been found by the Cuban authecrities 

within their territorial waters she would have been sub- 


ject to visitation and inspection, while in such waters, 


to the end that her purpose in entering and remaining 
there might be verified, and to the general supervision 
of the proper authorities during her stay, but no morc, 
The vessel having left the territorial waters of Cuba 
and being on the high seca, pursuing her Yoyage, was not 
subject to visitation, search or scizure by the Cuban 
authorities for anv offense canmitted against anv law 
or regulation of the Cuban Republic, nor for any cause 


but an offense against International Law, 


The Secretary’ states that the facts as 


oroved show that not only did the Master of the schooncr 
act in a manner not ingenuous, but that it was necessary 

to fire twice with projectile at the vessel, after firing 
two blank shots and blowing the whistle, before she 

tacked. To this it may well be replied that no facts 

are proved nor are any alleged which would justify such 

& statement as to the conduct of the Master of the schooner, 
The Master, while pursuing his voyage on the high sea 

finds himself fired at by an armed vessel and reyuired to 
stop his vessel, His conduct in the circ mstances, as 
Shown by the papers in the case, was perfectly natural. 
And it is yuite clear that the Captain of the Cuban Revenue 
vessel failed entirely to appreciate the gravity of his 
action in firing at a vessel of another cowtry with ball 
cartridges while on the high sea and not in the exercise 

of the rights of a belligerent. The Seecretarv also fails 
to observe or fails to appreciate the gravity of this 


feature of the casc, 


The Secretarv seems to think that the schooner 


entered Cuban waters to take refuge from bad weather at 


the time of such entrance, No such statement has heen 
made on behalf of the vessel. The protest of the Master 
distinctly states that he entcred Cuban waters to take 
shelter for the purpose of repairing damages sustained by 
his vessel on his voyage before arriving near the Cuban 
coast. That the vessel had sustained such damages and 
that the necessary repairs had been effected is shown 
by the report of the surveyor who ecxanined the schooncr 
after she had been brought to Habana, which report was 
concurred in by the Cuban officers of the port. The 
Secretary's reference to the weather prevailing from 
April 23rd to April 26th, has, therefore, no bearing on 
the yuestion of the purpose for which the vessel took 
shelter in Cuban waters. 

The Secretary further states that, in view 
of Article 160 of the Customs Regulations and of the con~ 
duct of the Master of the schooner, there was sufficicnt 
cause to suspect the legitimacy of the sponges which 
were on board and the reason of her being in Cuban waters, 
Granting that there was abundant ground for such suspicion, 
it furnishes no jurisdiction whatever for overhauling 
and scizing the vessel on the high sea. And even if the 
vessel had been found in Cuban waters, where she would 


have been properly subject to visitation and search by the 


vessels of the Cuban Revenue Marine, the most ordinary 
inspection of her papers and cargo would have shown that 


the suspicions above referred to were not confirmed by 


the facts and the vessel should have been free from fur- 


ther molestation, 

The Secretary states, further, that the Master 
of the schooner contributed greatly to strengthen the 
suspicions entertained, as to his purpose and conduct, by 
deliberately concealing, at the time of the seizure, papers 
which if delivered at that time to the Captain of the 
Cuban Revenue vessel would have made it unnecessary to 
bring the vessel to Habana, and that the Master, after 
his arrival at Habana, delivered the papers referred to to 
the Consul General of the United States to be presented by 
him to the Collector of Customs at Habana. This state- 
ment clearly shows that the Secretary has not been informed 
of the facts as shorm by the Master's protest, or that 
he has failed to give them consideration, The Master's 
Sworn statement shows that at the time of the seizure, 
the Captain of the Revenue vessel took from him and re- 
tained the papers, which showed conclusively that he had 
procured the sponges which were on board, at Mos ,¥uito 
Key, that he had cured the sponges at Old Providence, 
that he had paid the lawful charges at each of those ports 
and that he had sailed with a proper clearance from Old 


Providence on the 14th of April, a date which makes it 


impossible for the vessel to have reached Cuban waters 
and secured and dried the sponges before the date of the 
seizure, These papers were not delivered bv the Master 

of the schooner to me at any time, but were retained by 
the Captain of the Revenue vessel who made the seizure, 

or delivered by him to his superiors in the service of 

the Cuban Government by whom they were retained until 

the 13th instant, after the schooner had been released 
and had sailed for Key West, when they were delivered to 
me. As the Secretary's letter states that if these papers 
had been delivered at the time of the scizure to the 
officer who made the seizure, there would have been no 
occasion for seizing the vessel, and as the facts within 
your own knowledge show that these identical papers were 
delivered to the Captain at the very time of the seizure 
and remained in his custody thereafter, it is evident, 

on the Secretary's own showing, that the seizure of the 
vessel was entirely unwarranted and that, after the 
Captain had erred in making the seizure with knowledge 

on his part of the facts set forth by the papers referred’ 
to, his superiors also erred in detaining the vessel after 
the contents of the said papers had come to their know- 
ledge, An illegal seizure followed by unjustifiable 


detention furnishes good ground for the claim made for 


damages in this case, 


I respectfully suggest that you submit this 


Statement to the Secretary of Finance, with a view to a 
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reconsideration by him of the conclusions expressed in 
his letter to you, and I beg you to advise me of the 
result. 


If the claim made by the Master of the "Irene" 
cannot be settled in this manner, a report of the case, 
with all the papers, will be forwarded to the Secretary 
of State of the United States, for his consideration,

Gibbons, and did not hear anything further from this

Lady, until on or about May 9th, when she addressed 
& letter fron Camaguey, Cuba, to thisoffice, objecting 4 
to the payment of duty on some wearing apparel sent 
to her by express from Kalamazoo, Michigan, and con- 
Sisting of her wedding gown, some "little notions her 
Mother was sending to her and a shirt waste or two, 
left at home." The question was then immediately 
taken up with the authorities here and I was informed 
that paragraph No. 350 of the Customs Tariff of Cuba, 
reading as follows: . 

"FREE LIST." 

"Wearing apparel, toilet objects, and arti- 
cles for personal use, bed and table linen, books, 
portable tools and instruments, theatrical costumes, 
jewels, and table services bearing evident trace of 
having been used, imported by travelers in their lug- 
gage in quantities proportionate to their class, pro- 
fession, and position." | 
was based upon the provisions in the Act of July 24th, 
1897, (United States Customs Regulations of 1899, par- 
agraph 572,) which strictly provides that the articles 
of wearing apparel, toilet articles, and articles for 
personal use, admitted free of duty, must actually ac- 
company the person arriving in the country. Having 
been so informed at that time, namely, in May last, 
and having found that the construction of the law was 
in accord with the Laws and customs of the United 
States, a letter was addressed to iirs.

The Honorable, James H. White, Judge of Pro- 
bate Court of Kalamazoo, Michigan, and father of Mrs.

her note to this Consulate placed great value upon the 


lace on the gown, (which was imported into the United

2orad, fi received a communication from the Appraiser at the 
Port of New York relating to the rates established by the 
Treasury Department for the conversion of pesos of Spanish 
gold and Cuban pesos into American dollars in the liquidation 
of entries by Collectors of oy : 

In view of paragraph 132 of the Regulations, I do not 
reply direct to Mr .Whitehead, but beg that he may be informed, 
through the Treasury Department, that in the opinion of this 
office within;a short time, every invoice certified to at 
this Consulate will be expressed in "Cuban pesos", instead 
of Spanish gold, in view of recent Treasury Becision Wo .25,505, 

However, as the rates stated in the letter of Mr .White- 
head,-- a copy of which is herewith enclosed,-- namely, $0,965 
for the peso of Spanish gold, and $0,926 for the "Cuban peso", 
are not consistent with the fixed ratio of said two monies of 
account here, and, as I have not as yet received a copy of the 
Treasury Decision in question, I offer a brief explanation for 
the consideration of the Department. 

There is in reality, no unit of money known here as a 
"Cuban peso"; but, by a fiction or long established custom, 
the peso of Spanish gold is accepted here as equivalent to 
$1.06 in the payment of obligations incurred in Spanish gold,

Invoices of cigars shipped from your district have un- 
iforaily been made in Spanish gold, as you are aware, and in ac- 
cordance with the price lists of the various manufacturers, It 
has recently been decided by the Treasury Department (T.D.25505) 
that the value of such currency is $.965, and that the currency 
of the invoice shall be so reduced on liquidation of entries by 
Gollectors of Gustoms.

The contention on the part of the con- 
pany is that if the currency in which their invoices are made 
out is to be reduced at the rate of $.965, a fictitious value 
will thereby be placed on their importations, a value beyond the 
foreign market price and greater than that actually paid for 
goeds. 
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| think it not unlikely that the currency of the in- 
voices may hereafter change, the shipper declaring values in 
@uban pesos instead of "Spanish gold". Anticipating this and 
suggesting thet you keep in mind that the prices quoted by the 
company in its published catalogues are "Spanish gold”, I re- 


quest thet you will advise me at the time of legalization of 
invoices whether or not full market values are declared.

over to him. This method has been practiced daily, 


It is inconceivable that a man who holds the re- 
spectable position which Mr, Springer does, as your representative 
and that of ovr Government, would be guilty of stooping to so low 
and contemptible a method of securing businéss as to rob an 
American citizen who in good faith and depending upon the honesty 
of the one person who should protect his interests, has given to 
his clients the only reference thoroughly satisfactory to a 
American business man or Corporation wishing to protect their 
interests in a foreign country---the United States Consul General. 


: The methods of your associate mark him for what he 
is--unneceéssary to waste words on this, But it places the Consu- 


late General, of which you are the honored Chief, in a very un- 
comfortable light before the people whom you represent. If 

such methods are practiced with impugnity in the Gonsulate what 
can - tal American expect to receive in the way of honest treatment 
here 


Mr. Springer’s methods are beneath the contempt of

Doubtless all those who have received these pamphiéts 
have been surprised that such an answer should be received to 
their inquiries, as the fact that Mr, Springer uses the stationery 
and official stamps of the Consulate is enough to place him in 
the position he desires to take---that of preference, You will 
note the endorsement on the envelope which Mr, Hendrick has made 
that the Gonsul General evidently favors Mr. Springer*’s businéss. 
And of all of this you knew nothing, 


If Mr. Springer Yas any respect for you or the Govern 
ment whose representative he is, he will immediately tender you 
his resignation, without being asked for it, He has proven hin- 
self unworthy of longer posing as one who should help and protect 
the citizens of the country which has placed him in his present 
position, 


I have prepaed a copy of this letter with certified 
copies of the original doemments hereto attached, which I shall 
forward to the Seéretary of State at Washington, a@s well as a 
copy to the Presse ? 
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ET have no objection whatever to the party in qués- 
tiom procuring all the business he @emgn handle by legitimate 
methods, but I do claim that he has no right to STEAL the result 
of my labor and expenditure by taking what does not belong to 
him, using in this connection the official envelopes of the 
U. &. Consulate for even if he doés draw a pen through the 
lettering and stamps his own name below, the inference is plain 
enough, not to mention the use of the stamp of the United 
States Consulate General in the pamphlet he sends out.

PATENTS AND TRADE MARKS IN 
CUBA 


The utility of protection to the prodnct ofa 
man’s brain, or the work of his hands,i- 2 matter 
of worid-wide recognition, and in . practical 
application of theinventionofne~. __vts of bene- 
fit to mankind, in the economics of life and well 
heing, or new and useful improvements to the 
ideas invented, (the word means to come upon, 
to find), the United States leads the world and 
offers to other nations fruitful examples of profit 
and benefit by the activity of intellect and practi- 
cal adaptability of its citizens to such results. 

There is scarcely an article that enters into 
our daily life, in use or consumption, from a 
needle to asteam-engine, orin our food or raiment, 
some part of which in the preparation, or even in 


the name given and used, has not been made the 


subject, in some way, ofa patent or that is not 
protected by the laws governing the matter for 
the benefit of the inventor. 

Cuba, now that the young republic has taken 
a stand among nations, is beginning to pay more 
attention to this important subject. Not having 
been heretofore much of an industrial or manu- 
facturing country, the subject was almost 
abandoned, by reason of the political events since 
1898, and the lack of time and opportunity to 
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put herself thoroughiy in harmony with new 
international relations and the principles that 
govern them. 

Cuba, asa Spanish colony, enjoyed all the 
benefits and was subject to all the obligations of 
the international conventions, which for some 
years past had been made among civilized na- 
tions. 

With regard to the operation of patents, 
the fundamental law of the Spanish Royal Order 
of June 30, 1833, was still in force in the Island, 
modified by the Royal Order of July 19th, 1862, 
which turned over to ordinary courts questions 
relating to patents,and by that of Jan’y 17, 1873, 
which suppressed patents of introduction. 

There were also in force the Spanish law of 
July 30, 1878, extended to this Island by Royal 
Order of May 14, 1880, and the International 
Convention, between Spain, Belgium Brazil, 
France, Guatemala, Italy, Netherlands, Portu- 
gal, Salvador, Servia, Switzerland, United States, 
Great Britain and Ireland, upon industrial pro- 
perty, comprising under this designation, the 
patents of invention, designs and industrial mo- 
dels, trade-marks and commercial names. 

With respect especially to trade-marks. Cuba, 
as apartof the Spanish Kingdom, was bound 
to other nations in such a manner that she could 
take efficient action for the benefit of her indus- 


triés, by virtue of the Royal Decree of August 21, 


1884, and several explanatory orders. 
‘While Cuba remained a Spanish colony, inven- 
tions could be protected by registering the Span- 
ish patentin the Colonial Office at Madrid and 
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5 
having it extended to the Colonies. But when 
trouble came to Spain,—too recent to be 
forgotten,—a Ministerial order of July 1898, sus- 
pended the extension of patents to the Colonies 
until further notice. | | 

But taking into account the new situation of 
the Island, all conventions having ceased, ipso 
facto, to bind her, ‘and, therefore, to protect her, 
and the same special legislation having ceased, 
in a great measure, to be at all applicable, the 

| only regulations that can now be considered as 
| in force, are, the said Order of 1833, which is 
| inadequate to the scientific and industrial devel- 
opment of the times; the decree relative to trade- 
marks of 1884, which, in many respects, does not 
fit in with the new political and administrative 
mechanism of Cuba, the special Orders of the 
United States Military Government, which at 
most could be considered only as temporary, and 
the recent rules of practice promulgated under 
authority of the Department of Agriculture, Indus- 
try and Commerce, of the Republic of Cuba, 
which has in its charge everything relating to pa- 
tents and trade-marks. Therefore, quite isolated 
from the industrial world, by not having preser- 
ved those treaties and special conventions which 
formerly included Cuba as a Colony ot Spain, 
itis quite evident, since prosecution for infring- 
ement under the law has disappeared, that there 
has been a development which has reached an 
alarming proportion, in the falsification, imi- 
tation, infringement and piracy of trade-marks 
and patents. 
It is well known that the markets of some of 
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the South American countries, Argentina, Uru- 
guay, Brazil and others, swarm with imitations 
‘of the best known Cuban brands of cigars and 
cigarettes, and do large business under such imi- 
‘tated trade-marks, at the expense of the unpro- 
tected trade-marks of the Republic. In Europe lies 
the centre of these unlawful manipulations. 

The vital importance is quite evident of proper 
protection to the original and lawful industry, 
not alunein the matter of obtaining protection 
for cigars and cigarettes, to prevent discredit from 
being cast upon the legitimate production, but 
also iu the matter of such manufactures as are 
into imported the Island, and demand: protection 
for their lawful use. Instances are rapidly increas- 
in5 of the piracy of well known brands of medici- 
nal and food products, in order to secure mono- 
poly in the importation and sale, of articles that 
are manufactured abroad, principally in the 
United States. All these instances point out the 
necessity of obtaining as early as possible, due 
protection to trade-marks and pat«nts to be used 
in Cuba, 

The matter was early recognized as of great 
importance by the U.S. Gavernment during the 
time of its Intervention, which insued, through 
the Division of Customs and Insular Affairs of the 
War Department, Circular N° 12, dated April 
11th., 1899, applicable to both patents and trade- 
marks, providing protection for American patents 
and trade-marks in Cuba by filing a duly certified 
copy of the patent, or certificate of registration of 
the trade-mark, print, or label, at the Office of 


_ the Governor General. The circular also provided — 


7 


for the protection of rights of property in patents, 
and trade-marks secured under Spanish laws. 

Circular N° 51, same Department, dated June 
1, 1899, fixed the fee at $1, for filing the certified 
copies mentioned; and circular N’ 34, which fol- 
lowed in September, rescinded the payment of a 
fee for filing certified copies of patents or certifica- 
tes of registration or trade-marks, &c.; amend- 
ing tle previous circular, however, by requiring a 
power of attorney from the owner, authorizing 
another person to make the filing; and embraced 
also therein, the filing of assignments of patents, 
trade-marks, &c. in the manner provided. 

Another circular, of March 20, 1900, rescinded 
the provisions relating to fees, of Circular N° 34, 
re-establishing the fee of $1. for filing each copy 
of patent, trade-mark, label, etc., and made the 
series of circulars, applicable to Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines. 

A civil order of the Military Government dat- 
ed Oct. 19th., 1899, modified the decree of June 
80, 1833, so as to institute one sole term of sev- 
enteen years for patents, instead of the three 
terms of 5, 10 and 15 years; and in place of the 
corresponding fees of $70, $210, and $420, Span- 
ish good, one fee of $35, U. S. Currency was subs- 
tituted., 

The Military Governor issued seyeral other 
orders, and circulars, tending to protect the regis- 
tration of patents, trade-marks and also copy- 
rights of intellectual property, but with the ad- 
vent of the Republic of Cuba, the important circu- 
jars Nums. 12 and 21, ceased to have any further 
value or effect,—(although, by the provisions of

the Platt amendment, protection is assured to 
all registrations previously made thereunder) ,— 
and on June 21, 1902, the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Industry and Commerce provided that U. S. 
patents and trade-marks should follow the same 
procedure in registration as those of other coun- 
tries, and pay the fee of $35 U.S. Currency for 
patents, and $12.50 for trade-marks, prints, labels, 
etc., instead of the fee of $1 U.S. Currency fixed 
with respect to U. S. patents. 

The Department also ‘ented, under date of 
February 14th., 1902, Rules of Practice for regis- 
trations of trade-marks and patents granted in 
the United States, setting forth the requirements 
for the certification of copies to be the authenti- 
cation of the signature of the Commissioner of 
Patents, by the Secretary of the Interior, his signa- 
ture by the Secretary of State of the United States, 


_ andthe latter’s signature, by the Cuban Minister. 


Further requirements were specified, but as a 
subsequent instruction was issued regarding the 
procedure to be followed in the registration in 
this Republic of trade-marks, and patents granted 
abroad, (not alone inthe United States as the 
previous instructions read, but to all countries), 
dated May 5, the same is copied in continuation 
for full information on this subject. 
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RULES OF PRACTICE 


FOR THE REGISTRATION IN CUBA, 
OF TRADE-MARKS, AND PATENTS 
GRANTED IN OTHER COUNTRIES 


For the registration and consequent protec- 


tion in this Republic of any fureign patent, the 


applicant shall petition for same, to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Industry and Commerce, 
either in person, or through an attorney, filing a 
certified copy of the registration in the country of 
origin, together with the corresponding specific- 
ations. 

The signature of the Commissioner of Patents, 
or Head of Office in the country of origin which 
issued the said copy, must be authenticated in the 
form prescribed by Decree N? 48, of April 11th. 
1903 of the President of the Republic, in order to 
have legal effect. ; 

These documents must be accompanied by 
a translation thereof into Spanish, made or sus- 
cribed by any of the notaries public of the Repub- 
lic duly authorized therefor, or by the diploma- 
tic or consular officer of the Republic residing in 
the place where said documents are issued. These 
documents as well as the plans or drawings of 
the patent, must be presented in duplicate, and 
the second copy of the translation may he signed 
by the applicant or his attorney. 


If the owner of the patent wishes to ask for 


the deposit or registration of same in this Repub- 
lic through a third party, he must at the same 
time furnish a power of attorney issued in favor 
of the person who is to represent him. This 
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power of attorney must be also authenticated in 
the manner hereinbefore prescribed... 

After the deposit, or registration is accepted 
by the Republic, ifin order, notice of same shall 
be given to the applicant, (the patentee or his 
attorney), to pay into the Administration of In- 


ternal Revenues and Taxes of the Fiscal Zone of 


Havana, the fees amounting to THIRTY-FIVE DOL- 
Lars, U.S. CuRRENCY, and upon presentation at 
the Department of Agriculture, Industry and Com- 
anerce, of the receipt for same amount issued by 
the Treasnry office, the certificate of registration 


ofthe patent in question shall immediately issue 


in the name of the patentee. 

For the registration of trade-.narks of allkinds, 
industrial designs, etc., the procedure shall be the 
same as for the registration of patents. The only 
difference isin the amount of fees, which in this 
case are reduced to TWELVE )JOLLARS AND FIFTY 


‘CENTs in U.S. CurrEncy, and also after the mark 


is granted and before the certificate shall issue, the 


applicant must present for filing, five extra copies 


of the corresponding trade-mark, design or indus- 
trial drawing. 

To facilitate the transactions of such business 
in the Republic of Cuba, attention is invited to 
the advantage afforded by appointing a person in 
this city with proper power toattend tothe same.

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EXPLANATION 


The Secretary ina commuication dated the 
Sth of May 14903 addressed to the Secretary of 
State and Justice, says as follows. 

in explanation of some of the doubts which it 
appears have arisen as to the interpretation in 
several of its parts, of the Instruction from this 
Office dated February 14th last, amended by that 
of the 5thinstant, of which copies were transmited, 
I have to inform you that in the certification of 
letters patent of the United States and other coun- 
tries of which registration in this Republic is ask- 
ed for in order to receive protection, itis requir- 
ed that only one of the two copies needed for the 
aforesaid filing or registration will be certified, 
the second being considered a simple copy of 
the first one, which may be signed by the appli- 
cant or his attorney; likewise but one of the trans: 
lations into Spanish of the two required to be 
filed at the same time, need be certified. 

With regard to trade marks, industrial de- - 
signs, etc., the same procedure shall be followed, 
transmitting, however, the five corresponding 
extra copies of the design after the trade-mark is 
granted, as it may have been registered in the 
country of origin. 3 

In a word: the certification of the documents 
relating to foreign trade-marks and patents 
which are to be registered in this Republic for 
their protection, as also the translations of the 
same into Spanish by the public offices designated 
for that purpose, may be made upon one copy 
alone of the said documents, the others being con- 
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sidered as simple copies, which are required only 
for the files of these offices.

Decree No. 48. 


ARTICLE 1. The certification required by law, 
in order that public or official documents of alk 
kinds issued in foreign couutries by foreign offi- 
cials shall ha ve due effect in Cuba, must be made 
by a diplomatic agent or consular officer of the 
Republic, or whoever may act for them. Whenever 
the document shall have heen issued in a country 
where there is no accredited diplomatic or consu- 
lar agent of Cuba, it may be certifled by the 
diplomatic agent or any of the consular officers. 
of the same country accredited to the Republic. 

ARTICLE 2. The signature of the official au- 
thenticating the certification shall be also certified 
by the Secretary of State or the director (chief 
clerk) of the Department of State. All notarial 
documents issued by the diplamatic agents or 
consular officers of the Republic, as well as thsir 
certificates referring to the register of the civil 
status of citizens shall also comply with the same- 


requirement.

In accordance with your verbal instruction of this date 


I nave the honor to submit the following report in re/death 

of Sr. Evaristo Martinez Hernandez, who claimed to be an American 
citizen and died on the 19th instant at Military Hospital 

NO. 1, this city. 

Upon arrival at the hospital I introduced myself to the 
head nurse, Miss Walker, and told here that I represented the 
American Consul General and would like to learn the facts 
in regard to the death of said Hernandez, and she stated as 
follows: that said Hernandez arrived at the hospital some 3 
weeks ago and seemed to be suffering from the effects of too 
much tiquor. That while he was under her charge she learned 
that he had a daughter by the name of Mrs. Ruth Sutherland,. 
residing at White Plains, N. Y. and before he died requested 
that he have decent burial. She advised me that he had died 
from delerium tremens and at the time of his death had on 
deposit with the Treasurer of the hospital some $130, American 


money and a few papers. I looked at his citizenship papers 


— 
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(copy) and found that the same was signed by Thos. L. Hamilton, 
Clerk, and dated Feb. 5, 1902, but there was no endorsement on 
the back to show that he was registered at this Consulate 
General. I inquired of the Director of the Hospital as to 

what it would cost for a decent burial of said Hernandez and 
he informed me that it would cost some $38 U. S. but that the 
undertaker would ask for his money at once and wanted me to | 
give him a written order for $38 same to be paid out of the 
amount he had on deposit with the Treasurer of the Hospital. 
This of course I told him that I could not do as all of his 
personal effects would have to be turned over to the Judge 

and he in turn would advise this office and an inventory of 
his effects would be made, whereupon everything would be turned 
over to this consulate general and from the sale of the effects 
if he had any, and the money on deposit, the undertaker would 
be paid, and all other claims that would be presented, that is 
up to the amount of his estate, or personal effects, and money 
on deposit, would bring. I therefore advised the Director that 
I would so to Habana and secure an undertaker whom I knew 

and whom I Knew would be willing to wait for his money. This 
was agreeable to him and I consequently made arrangements with 


an undertaker by the name of Antonio Perez, who has agreed 


to inter the body of said Hernandez at a cost of six (6) céntenes 


in the Baptist Cemetery this city and he will be buried this 
after noon at three oclock. 


Sunsequent to this I learned that said Hernandez had 4 


cousin in this city and that he came here four months ago 
with a party by the name of Harry Green, of New York. That 
he received checks from the States made payable to his order 
and written across the face of the same the words “Hernandez 
Estate" which would seem that he had some income from the 
said estate. He had all his mail addressed in oare of Messrs. 
Maxon & Swan and only last week or the first of this week 
a letter came to said address and was sent out to the Hospital. 
All of which I have the honor to report,
